Birth of a Tsarevitch.—Russia is rejoicing over 
the birth of an heir to the Imperial Throne. ‘The long- 
prayed-for event took place in the palace at Peterhof at 
half-past twelve noon on Friday, Aug. 12, and the first 
intimation of the news was given to the people of St. 
Petersburg by the guns at the fortress of St. Peter and 
St. Paul. All work at once stopped for the day, and the 
people gave themselves over to public rejoicing. Since 
the Tsar married the Princess Alix of Hesse in 1894, the 
Russian nation has prayed that a son might be born to suc- 
ceed him. As each of his four daughters was born. however, 
the hope of his subjects grew less strong, and the Tsar him- 
self expressed his bitter disappointment. ‘The joy of his 
Majesty on being informed that а son had been born to 
him was therefore all the more intense. He was moved 
to tears with emotion, and hastening to the Tsaritsa's side 
he kissed both her hands. The baby heir to the throne 
has been given the name of Alexis, and has assumed the 
title of Tsarevitch, hitherto borne by tbe Grand Duke 
Michael, the Tsar's brother.

Tibetan Monks Give Trouble.—A message from 
ssa states that the British Expedition is encountering 
difficulty in obtaining food.

British Destroyer Sunk.— While taking part in 
the Naval Mauceuvres last Saturday night, the torpedo- 
boat destroyer Decoy was rammed by her companion 
destroyer the Arum, and went down in forty fathoms.

Coal Mine Disaster.—Seven men lost their lives 
owing to the collapse of a mine-shaft which was being 
sunk at Ynysddu, Monmouthshire, on Saturday last, 
The afternoon shift were just finishing work when the 
sides of the pit fell in, and seventeen men were buried in 
earth and masonry.

Outdoor Tomatoes. 

Growers of these may, if no stone is left unturned, to 
use a common expression, have a good time with this fruit 
this season, says a writer in Gardening Illustrated, There 
must be no neglect and no delay in spraying to prevent 
the a. attacking the fruit (either with eau-celeste 
or the ammonia copper carbonate fluid), When three or 
four trusses of fruit have been secured, the plant shou!d 
not be allowed to grow any more, but should be stopped, 
and the fruit be encouraged to swell up as soon as 
possible. As soon as the bunches individually become 
tull-grown, the foliage should be shortened so that the 
sunshine may get at the fruit. It is important that this 
be done as soon us possible. When the fruit begins to 
take on colour it should be eut and finished inside. This 
is necessary, or after a thunderstorm (always probable at 
this time of year) the fruit may be found with tiny spots 
upon its surface, almost like the puncture of an insect. 
This will be where the phytophthora germ has entered. 
and such fruit will generally decay in the ripening. Good 
fruit is being already gathered from walls and close fences 
in places where due attention was given early in the 
senson, "Tuis stuff is as good as gliss-grown produce, and 
much more might be done by growers with light wooden 
walls than is now accomplished, and at a relatively small 
expenditure of capital. 


A Garden Village. 

The Small Holdings Association, Limited, which is now 
but two years old, is, in its work at Cudworth, Surrey, 
following the example of Sir Robert Edgecumbe in Dorset 
and Major Poore in Hampshire. The Cudworth Manor 
estate, of some 260 acres, was purchased at the low rate of 
£12anacre. The land has already, with the exception of 
sixty acres, been allotted in different-sized plots. Nine 
small houses have been erected, and four are.in course of 
completion. The cost of the land varies from £20 to £30 
an acre. Ten per cent. of the purchase-money is paid 
down, and the balance is to be paid in half-yeariy instal- 
ments extending over ten to fi(teen years, with interest nt 
Diper cent. when the property becomes the absolute free- 
hoid of the purchaser. That the Association will have 
none but absolutely desirable and fit occupants of 
{че land may be seen 'from the faet that the few 
already in possession are a portion * of ` considerably 
over 1000 applicants — the remainder having been 
rejected as unsuitable. Two references have to be 
supplied to persons who can testify to the experience of the 
applicant in farm or garden work, to his industry and 
thrifty character, and to the desirability of his being 
assisted in the acquisition of land. Such, then, is the 
present condition of things at Cudworth, where the land is 
already changed and gardens are springing up everywhere 
over the fallow. The directors have promised-to make 
every effort to promote the colony's success by introducing 
the system of co-operation, so that the land may be tilled 
at the cheapest cost and purchases made and goods sold in 
the most economical manner. Ву this system it is hoped 
that a motor may be maintained for general market and 
station work. Mr. James Long is managing director, and 
at present lives in the manor-house. He is of opinion that 
once the natural desire of man for the possession of a home, 
of land, and of live stock can be kindled, the problem of 
getting him back to the land from cities will :be solved.
